President Orson Hyde, Editor of this paper, left 
Kanesville on Saturday, 28th uwlt., at of¢lock. 
forenoon, for the Valley of the Great Salt Lake. 
in good health and spirits, and is expected to re- 
turn in the month of October next. In connec- 
tion with two of his ‘most intimate friends we ace 
companied him to Ferryville ; at which place we 
left him about seven o’clock in the. afternoon 
ready to cross the river that evening; and since 
our return, we learn that he crossed that night, 
and encamped with Mr. Ormus Bates six miles out 
from the River on the Indian lands. | 

Hon. P. E. Brocchus, of Alubama, one of the As- 
sociute Judges of the Supreme Court of Utah, left 
this place on Sunday morning 29th ult.; alse Al- 
bert Carrington Esq., late from Washington City, 
accompanied by a goodly number of the citizens of 
this town with a splendid Spring Carriage, four 
horses. in hand, driven by H.W. Miller, the Old 
Pioneer of the West. ) 

The Judge aud Mr. Carrington were detained 
longer than they anticipated, in consequenee of 
some little repairs that had to be made, previous to 
their departure, but they expected to oyertake 
Elder Hyde und share of his company over the 
plains, and the mountains. The company of citi- 
zens who went out with the Judge as an escort, 
prosecuted their jonrney as far as the six mile 
camp, on the other side of the Missouri river ; and 
being unable to overtake the Elder and his com- 
pany, they returned ; while the Judge, Mr. Car- 
rington, and others in their company proceeded 
on, to overtake Mr. Hyde, who was at the least 
calculation thirteen miles ahead of them. 

Our latest accounts from the plains are favor- 
able ; grass is good, and plenty of it, and a super- 
abundance of water. ‘The health of the Saints is 
good, and as far as we have pase peace pre- 
vails among them all, and we trust that no discor- 
dant feeling may prevail to any extent among 
those who are left in Pottawatamie.

Wagons 837 ; oxen, cows, horses and mules 5,- 
975; men 1,156; women 928; children 799. 

The road from Tuble Creek, or Old Fort Kear- 
ney has been passable all the season, when other 
routes on the South side have been obstructed by 
high water. 

The foregoing we received from a reliable source 
and may be depended upon. We shall give a more 
full and lengthy detail of matters and things at a 
fature period when all the emigration shall have 
paseod for this seuson.

were shops, the contents of which are gen- 


ed fora million dollars. 


The fleet has been saved. Of staple P 
goods there is abundance in the harbor, and 
there is no actual scarcity of anything. 
There has been no business done since the 
calamity, except to supply the daily wants 
of the population of the City. The steam- 
ers have carried very little up the river, and 
itis not easy to say how the market may 


open. 


‘The town of Stockton has also been burn- 
ed since the departure of the last packet. 
The amount of goods destroyed has been 

trifling, and the large sums represented as 
having been lost by individuals, arises from 
the high value which parties placed on 
wooden and canvass houses, and which can 


be replaced on very moderate terms. 


Lumber is rising in price, but it is still a 
loosing article to the umporter. We have 
heard the stock estimated at sixteen millions 
of feet. Some of this lumder has been long 
on hand, and we fear that the quality of 
portions of it may be deteriorated. Of ne- 
cessity, this destruction of merchandise must

crippled the dealers in the meantime. 
Ihe mining population use three-fourths 


_ of the goods imported here. It does not 


suit them to hold stocks of*anything, and 


on this accourg we think that it will be most-
